Savin<: nf Farmers. 

IV. Provided tliat no Farmer, Grazier, 
CoinniDii Labon^r or Workman for hire, Re- 
ceiver General of the Taxes, or mernber of, 
or subscriber to any Incorporate, Commer- 
cial or Tradin;; Company, established by 
Charter or Act of Parliament, shall individ- 
ually be deemed as such a Trader to be 
liable to make any relurn as aforesaid. 

Three Assessors. 

V. The Governor for the time being shall 
within fourteen days after the passage of 
this Act, appoint three Assessors. 
Treasurer to mul<e out Lis! of Persons lie- 
turned. . ; ,. ; 

VI. The Treasurer shall, within seven 
days after the days appointed for the receipt 
of the said returns, make out a list ol the 
persons who shall have made such returns 
arraii^'iiig their names in alphabetical order, 
and slating the place of business of each 
said person, and the amount at which he 
shall have returned his said Sales, Barters, or 
other transactions in the form marked Cin the 
said .Schedule, and shall deliver such list to 
tlie Assessor. 

Assessors to comvare returns with their infor- 
mation, am make Assesnment Roll. 

VII. The Assessors shall within fourteen 
dav., from said delivery, compare the said 
list Willi the iiiforniatioii which they shall 
have obtained, and from the result at which 
they may arrive, make out a list of the per- 
sona liable to pay the said licenses, .spccily- 
ing the amount of license payable by each

Lists to be Exhibited. 

VIII. The Assessors shall, upon the com- 
pletion of the said List, publish and ex- 
hibit the same at the I'nst ollice, Victoria, 
and at such other public ami conspicuous 
places as they may select in every locality 
where any person placed on the said List 
may liave his place of business: '

IX. The A.,ses-^',Ms, before the cunplelion 
ofliieir Rolls, shall leave at the place of 
abode or business of every party named

X. The Assessors .shall attach to the As- 
sessment Roll, when complete, a cerlilicate 
si^'iie.l by them respectively, and veiified by 
oa^ih or idliiniation which shall be ia the 
I'urm following :

The A.^sessors shall deliver forthwith 
to the Treasurer, ihe Assessment Roll com- 
pleted, with Ihe Certificates attached, and 
the Treasuier shall llieMUipou iiiiike a eo|)y 
ol cveiy sucii Roll, aiiaiiyed in alpliabelical 
order of surnames, and shall cause the Shur- 
ilf to post up such copy in three convenii.'iit 
and pulilie places in the District, to which 
such A>se>Miieiii Uidl belongs, and lo be 
retained there until alter the meeting ol the 
Courl of Revision.

Completion of Roll. 

XVI. All the duties of the Court nf Reri- 
sioii uhicli lelaie to the matters aforesaid, 
shall be completed, and the Roll finally le- 
vised by the Couit. within hmrleeii days 
after the liist meutint; ol tlu! (Joint. 

Procedure, Notice to Assessor. 

XVII. The nraueodings for the trial uf 
complaiiitH shall be as follows: 

(1.) Any person enniplaining of an error, 
omission, uiideiehai;!e, oi over('liai.i;u by ihe 
Assessor, oilhot with royanl to himsell or 
any other person on iho lut, shall person- 
ally, or by Ills a((oul, within luurleeii days 
after the polling up of the Uoll, give iiolico 
ill wrltiuiT to tb» Astoator, that he ooiiaidera 



himself aggrieved, for any of the causes 

aforesaid. 

Notice to Person to whose Assessment an ob- 
jection be made. 

(2.) If a peison assessed complains of the 
assessment or omission of any other person, 
he shall, within three days alter the posting 
oi a copy of the Roll in manner aforesaid, 
give notice in writing to such person, and to 
to the As.sessor, of his intention to object. 
Publication of List>: of Complaints. 

(3.) The Assessors shall post up in some 
convenient and public place within the Dia- 
triot^ alist of all complainants against the 
Assessor's return, with a concise description 
of the malter complained against, together 
with an announcement of the time when the 
Court will be held to hear complaints. 

Such list may be in the form D, in the 
said Schedule. 

Time of the SittiAg to be Advertised. 

(4) The Sherifi" shall advertise in the 
Government Gazette, and one or more news- 
papers published in the colony, the time at 
which the Court will hold its first sitting. 

(5) The Court after hearing upon oath 
ihe complainant and the Assessor or Asses- 
sors, and any witnesses adduced by or on 
behalf of either of them, shall delerinine 
the matter, and confirm or amend the Roll 
accordingly. 

Ex parte proceedings. 

(6) If either party fails to appear either 
in person or by an agent, the court may pro- 
ceed ex-parte. 

Roil ichen revised to be final. 

XVIII. The Roil as finally passed by the 
Court, and certified by ihem as so passed, 
shall bind all parties concerned notwith- 
slaridiiig any defect or error committed in 
or with rejzard to such Roll- 

Publication of Revised Roll. 

XIX. The Assessment Roll as finally 
jiassed, shall, within seven days trom itii 
tiiial passage, be posted up by the Sheriff, 
in at least six conspicuous places in each 
District in which any person is assessed, 
und s hall also be published in the Gawm- 
ment Gazette, and in one or more such news- 
papers as uforesuid. 

Payment of Asses.'imint. 

XX. Every person assessed in the As- 
se.ssmeril Roll as filially passed, shall within 
ten days Hlter the liiial passage thereof, pay 
the amount set opposite liis name in such 
As.sessmeut Uoll into the Treasury. 

In default Distress. 

XXI. If the amount so assessed be twl 
paid into the Treasury wiahinsuch ten days 
the Sheriff shall levy th-e same by distress 
of the Goods and Chattels of the person lia- 
ble to |)ay the same, and als j ttie reasotiablo 
coals not exceeding live pounds, and shall 
pay the same into the Treasury, lor the 
benefi- of the General Revenue, le.s the 
amount of the actual expense incurred by 
the .Sherilf. ' . ^ 

Penaltij for not taking out license. 

XXII. Any person u:,iiig any busiiiosi' 
or occupation specified in the second section 
of this Act, after the . xpiry of fourteen days 
fr<ini tne passage of this Act, without hav- 
ing taken ont a license as aforesaid, shah 
be liable lo a penally of not more than X50, 
lobe rijcovered in a .-nmniary way belore 
iiuy Justice of the I'.'iu'e. The .licenses 
specified in tins Act, lili.ill be ■;ranted by the 
Tri'.isiirer.

Any person desirous of using any 
of the trades or occupations specified in the 
3d Section of this Act, who shall not have 
previously iisud any of such trades and 
ociup.itioiis, shall belure doing so, takeout 
ahalfyeaily license at the lowest amount 
in the .Sehediile cuiilaiiicd. 
Act not to e.tlend to dealers by rctadm /n/iioi-.^, 

XXV Nothing in this Act shall be deem- 
ed to extend to arty person taking out a re- 
tail liijuur license, nor shall any persons 
who iiay a wholt!sale liiiiior license be re- 
quired to iiiclndo in iheir reiuiiis, the 

;i uiilsieceinul for the sale of liijuor. 

License to be taken Out by persons conducting 
the business, 

XX VI. Whenever any person not resident 
in thtt colony shall use any business or oc- 
cupation 111 respect whereof liB is hereby 
rendered liable to take out any license, or 
make any lelnrii as afoio.said, the leturn and 
license may bo respectively madoand taken 
out by any person uonduoting, managing, or 
being concerned in the mauagemant or con- 
duct of such business, ai)d wherever any 
person shall conduct, manage, or be con- 
cerned 111 the management or conduct of any 
busino»«t ill the absence of the proprietors ol 
such buHinusH. the person so cunductiiig, 
managing, "i" oeiiig concerned ill the man- 
ageiniiiii or conduct of suoh business, shall 
\m liable lo the penalties aforesaid, in de- 
fault of nayniciit.

License Aot, i860." It affects naarlj every 
trade'' and profession in ttie country; ami 
'from the manner in which it is framed, can- 
rjot but prove obnoxious to the public. It is 
■ not ^he anuoujit of tlia tax that will create 
opposition; but the manner in which liie 
jx is raised. The fir^'t part of the act un- 
rtciH that certain picfessioii.s shall pay an an- 
nual license, noinquistioii being made on that 
account into the extent of a man's business. 
Cunsequcntly the annual trades' licenan will 
not create any discontent as to the mode ; 
and perhaps little us regards the sums paid. 
These licenses, however, are retrospective, 
inasmuch as they are to be paid fro-n the 
ifirsi' day of July last. A very singular ex- 
post facto law indeed, to say the least. 

In the third section of the bill, however, 
is where the obnoxious "provisions exist. 
Nearly every person will be required to fur- 
nish a full statement of his business every 
six months. Thus everybody's business

Another, seizing a cam- 
pheiio lamp from tho footlights, threw it 
blazing among the audience ; tho compli- 
ment wat. returned by i whim man, and a 
negro's hair and clothes set oii fire by the 
bprning camphene, which, however, v;a8 
soon extinguished by one of his friends. 
Another lamp was upset on the stage, and a 
blaze, which threatened to fire the whole 
place, arose. The cry of "fire" was now 
mingled with tho general uproar. The 
alarm wijs carried, to . the .trucjj-house, and 
the fire-bell rang out an alftrm. A'mes - : - 
ger was also dispatched to the Station- 
house, and sevi-ral of the police,- under 
Acting-Supuriulendent Smith, were soon on 
their way towards the scene cf riot. In the 
raeaiitirne, the fire on the .slaye bad bei-ii 
extinguished by the aiiaohes of tho theatre, 
and the i\'^hl continued for a few momeiils. 
The while.*, however, gradually gavu way, 
and soon the blacks held undisputed posses- 
sion ot ihe parqnelle, and several ot iheni 
took charge of the door. Men, bleeding 
from wounds in the face and head, \vere lo 
be seeti making their way through the 
gallery into the street, while the negroes 
flotirished their clubs, and rejoiced over 
iheir victory. , At this nioinenl, Acting 
.luperinteudenl Smith, with lii.s force ol 
policemen, arrived, and the clubs disappeai-- 
cd from sight in nn instant. Mr. Bontty, the 
acting-nianngor, pointed out the principal 
rioters, and they were quickly mar. bed ofl' 
to prism. The pidice also foiiml two 
vulver-sheaths, a hatcliot, and t^evcral clubs 
on the lloor. IJniet boiiig in a lueiisnri! re- 
stored, .Major DcConrccy, iua;,'lstrate of San 
.Jiiaii l-lanil, mounled the stage and made a 
few pertinent reniark.s, advising the negroes

They rtnnaiiii'd a short time, and jiori-ci viiig 
that they w<'re watched, passed out into tho 
Blreel. While pas^iri;; .Mr. Blake, that oiii- 
ccr felt a levolver under tho coat of one of 
them. The ollicer attempted to arrest him ; 
but he fled down Government street into 
the Fort yard, and hid under one of 'be old 
buildings, He was closely followed and 
pulled from his hiding-place- by the police- 
man, bat no revolver, wos found upon him. 
On leading him back, however, a revolver 
(a Coil's Six-shooter), fully capped and load- 
ed with hall, was found lying near tho gate.

The Charge against Attorney General 

Gary. 

The charge agaiiiat Attorney General Gary, 
of obtaining money uiuier false preteiioa, 
preferred by Edward Edwards Laiigford, 
Esq., was heard yesterday in the Police 
Court, before Justices Pemberton and 
DeCourcey. 

Mr. Lancford took the stand and swore 
lhat his information, charging Mr. Gary with 
liaving obtained money from him on a bill 
of coats from the Supretne Court in June 
4ast, under false pretences, wos true. The 
information alleges that divers sums of mo- 
ney (among which was the sum of two 
^{uineas alleged to have been paid A.Munry 
«s a witness fee) were obiaitied from him 
•under pretence that Ihey were to be used 
in paying witnesses in tiic libel suit of Lani;- 
gford us. King, but which the complainant 
alleged were uuver paid. 

Mr. Gary — I give notice, your honor, that 
so soon as this case is over, I shall prefer a 
vharge against E. E. Langibrd for wilful and 
malioious perjury. , . ._ . 

. Mr. Langford, sworn— I was. plamtifl m 
Ihe libel suit of Langford «s. King; ivfter 
•the trial a bill of coctd for £90 9<. 2d., was 
MQ^me and I paid ; a portion uf this amuuiit 
was alleged tu have been paid witnesses ; 
John Miles never ofT'ered tu re urn me 8 gui- 
neas ; he offered me a sum of mun y which 
1 declined to accept ; he did not tell rnc how 

much. . r, 

In reply to a question from Mr. Carj', Mr. 
Langford asked the magistrate to protect 
him'; he occupied a very distressing posi- 
tion ; all the legal profe^sion were against 
him, and he stood in need of protection. 

Mr. Gary — Did Mr. Miles make this ofl'er 
before or after jou entered your protest to 
4he bill of costs -? 
Ans— After. 

Mr. Gary — Did yon 'tell Mr. Munro that 
you hiul had eij;ht ^uinens given yuu. 

Ans— I did not. I had ii ccuivorsatiOM 
■with Mr. Munro; I asked hiui if ht' had ro" 
•ceivod two gtiiiiciis in ciie case of Lan^l.jrd 
vs. Gary. .Me said lie Imd not; that he had 
Ijt en asked by Mr. Drake after the trial -what 
his chargfi was, and Imd replied, "nothing
